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As is well known, the statutes of 1893 
placed the warđen'ship of prisons on a 
reformed civil service basis with an 
indefinite tenure of office. A warden 
can no more be removed than a federal 
judge doing “good behavior.” 

If Mr. Judson is to get the Jackson 
wardenship, which he is so confident of 
getting, it can only be through charges 
which, when legally established, shall 
constitute sufficient ground for the re- 
moval of the present incumbent. 

Some of the information secured at 
the prison in reference to corporal pun- 
ishment is of general interest aside 
from the attempt of ex-Convict Currie 
| to attach a fictitious importance to the 
subject. The statutory safeguards 
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punishment are shown in the following 
į excerpts from the law of 1893: 

The warden or deputy warden may 
punish the convicts for misconduct in 
Such manner and under such regula- 
tions as shall ‘be adopted by the board, 
provided, that punishment by shower- 
ing with cold water or whipping with 
the lash on the bare body shali in no 
case be allowed; 


after inflicting punishment on any con- 
vict, enter in a book to be kept for that 
purpose a written memorandum there- 
of, signed by him, stating the offense 
committed and the kind an extent of 
the punishment inflicted, but in no case 
shall any punishment be brutal or in- 
human, and that no corporal punish- 
ment shall be inflicted without the pres- 
ence of the prison physician. 

This law is observed to the letter, ac- 
cording to Deputy Warden N orthrup. 

The record of ‘the punishments is 
kept in a large bound record book. It 
gives the number of the convict, his 
name, the kind and extent of. punish- 
ment, by whom administered and the 
cause of punishment. ‘The prison phy- 
Sician also certifies that he was present 
when the punishment was 
These records show very little flogging. 
About. the only corporal punishment 
employed, according to the records, 
Which the officials are willing to swear 
by as correct and complete, is hand- 
cuffing to the cell. A leather strap is 
used for whipping, and. the records 
show about 15 as the maximum number 
of strokes. The body is not laid bare, 
but is covered with a shirt during the 
whipping. :

Gilbert C. Perrine Died 
Thursday of Small Fox. 


He Came From Fighting Stock—Had 
Three Brothers in the Spanish War 


While His Ancestors were All 
American Heroes. 
Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Perrine, of N. 


Main st., received a telegram last night 
‘notifying them of the death of their son, 
Gilbert C. Perrine, who su2cumbed on 
last Thursday to the disease of small 
pox, which is devastating the troops at 
Manila, : 

Gilbert Perrine was formerly a mem- 
ber of Co. A., but when the war broke 
out he was in Minnesota and enlisted 
with Co. D, of St. Paul. He was a very 
industrious young man and was a 
graduate of the Ann Arbor high school. 
The Times, but a few of weeks ago, 
printed an interesting letter from him 
from Manila. 

The news of his death came like a 
shock upon his parents last evening 
who were engaged in reading a letter 
from Manila from his brother Frank 
and which was dated Nov. 24. In this 
letter Frank stated that they were 
both well. The report first appeared in 
one of the Detroit papers last evening, 
but Mr. Perrine was disinclined to pe- 
lieve it as the story had beén circu- 
lated about six weeks ago that Gilbert 
had died of leprosy. Tris arose from 
the fact that he had written home an 
account of how the insurgents in Manila 
had turned loose about 150 lepers and 
he, being on police duty, was assisting 
in rounding them up and in fact 90 
had been recaptured and placed back 
in their isolated hospital. 

Gilbert Perrine came from fighting 
stock. His brother Frank is in the 
United States Cavalry, Troop C, at 
Manila; his brother Worth is in the lst 
Michigan and his brother Herbert was 
in Company 13 of the Signal Corps of 
the army until discharged at the close 
of the Spanish war.

How the First Wiped Out the 
of the Other. 
Gazing northward from any train 
on the Big Four road as it runs across 
the fertile plains of Benton county, 
near Templeton Junction, Ind., 100 
miles out from Chicago, no observant 
passenger will fail to see, perhaps 
half a mile distant from the tracks, 
the charred and shattered, sharp- 
pointed stump of what was once a 
great tree. Around it for a radius of 
twenty feet are piled old rails and 
pieces of timber. Well cared for and 
generally rich with heavy crops is the 
field in which the tree, one of the few 
in Benton, which is Indiana’s greatest 
prairie county, flourished.

With his wife he went to the 
nearest town one day late in the fai} 
of that year, They returned home to 
find their beautiful daughter Ada, 19 
years old, dead—murdered and man- 
gled horribly. No clew was left by the 
murderer, but guspicion fell on Jacob 
Nelling, a farm hand employed on the 
Atkinson place. He was arrested, and, 
despite the fact that no actual evidence 
could be adduced. so great was the in- 
dignation aroused against him that he 
was hurried overland to Lafayette, 
Ind., and lodged in the Tippecanoe 
county jail, which was guarded by 
troops, ordered out by the governor. 
While confined there a man who 
now occupies a responsible position 
with a leading Chicago hotel was in- 
troduced into the jail as a prisoner. 
He was really an employe of a Chi- 
cago detective agency. He gained 
Nelling’s confidence, and to him the 
latter related his guilt of the murder 
of Ada Atkinson. Nelling was ad- 
vised by the lawyer he engaged to go 
to Benton county and plead guilty, the 
lawyer promising to follow and make 
a plea for mercy. Nelling was taken 
to Fowler, Benton county, on the day 
before the one set for his trial Early 
the next morning his lawyer was wait- 
ing in Lafayette to take the train for 
Fowler, when he received a telegram 
telling him not to come. “Your client 
don’t need you,” it said. Nelling’s 
body was dangling from a limb of the 
tree not far from the scene of his 
crime. A mob had broken into the jail 
a few hours after his arrival there and 
taken him to the place of vengeance. 
The tree never flourisked after bearing 
such ghastly fruit. It was dying when 
a blast of lightning from the heavens 
struck and shattered it.

He was arrested, and, 
despite the fact that no actual evidence 
could be adduced. so great was the in- 
dignation aroused against him that he 
was hurried overland to Lafayette, 
Ind., and lodged in the Tippecanoe 
county jail, which was guarded by 
troops, ordered out by the governor.

Nelling’s 
body was dangling from a limb of the 
tree not far from the scene of his 
crime. A mob had broken into the jai} 
a few hours after his arrival there and 
taken him to the place of vengeance. 
The tree never flourished after bearing 
such ghastly fruit. It was dying when 
a blast of lightning from the heavens 
struck and shattered it. And the bar-

GIVES HIS REASONS. 


Said N. B. Perkins, of the ‘board of 
public works, yesterday in answer to a 
question in regard to his stand on the 
recent reduction in the city water rates: 
“The reason I was opposed to a reduc- 


tion in the water rates makes a long 
story. In the first place here are a few 
figures. Before the reduction was made 
the regular domestic rate was $5 per 
year. Now the average consumption of 
water by each family is 20 gallons per 
day, or 7,300 gallons per year, which, at 
the flat rate of $5 per year, gives 68 
cents as the cest per 1,000 gallons. At 
the same time that this $5 flat rate or 
68 cents per 1,000 gallons for small con- 
sumers was in existence the charge by 
meter was 10 cents per 1,000 gallons, 
By the reduction the domestic rate is 
now $4 per year, or 55 cents per 1,000 
gallons, and the meter rate is 8 cents 
per same amount. This disparity oper- 


ates directly in favor of the large con- 


sumer, as the possessor of a meter is 
charged up with 8,000 gallons each six 
months, at the rate of 25 cents per 1,000 
gailons, and is given his reduction en 
quantities in excess of this. Thus, 
Whether or not he has a meter, the 


consumer will be called upon for at 


least $4 per year. I know many who are 
compelled to make the most careful cal- 
culations in order to meet that $4 each 
year, and it is my idea that all the re- 
ducing should be done for the benefit of 
such, and that the man with a factory 
or a hotel or an elaborate domestic es- 
tablishment*should pay the oid time 
prices. You say it wouldn’t hurt the 
poor man if his rich neignbor were 
given cheap rates, but there is where 
you are mistaken. You forget . the 
$125,000 worth of bonds which were is- 
Sued by ‘the city to pay for the con- 
struction of the water works plant. If 
you keep on furnishing water at the 
cost of its pumping every penny of 
those bonds will have to be raised by 
the taxpayers, a large number of whum 
are the “small consumers” of city wa- 
ter. Thus it is that the pcor man is 
cutting ‘his own throat. He votes to 
furnish water to his more prosperous 
neighbor at cost, thus there is nothing 
laid up te Ngquideate the bonded debt and 
when the time cemes he mist contri- 
bute his hard-earned proportion of thie 
entire sum. Personally I would like to 
See the city water furnished to every- 
one at exact cost, but with such a debt 


hanging over the heads of the taxpayers 


it seems a trifle injudicious, to say the 
least. That the large consumer should 
be singled out and given the greatest 
possible concession and the small man 
be forced to furnish whatever profit 
there is to be made, seems to me hardly 
the fairest thing in the world.”

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GLEANINGS FROM STATISTICS. 


~ Ten per cent of the women and one 


per cent of the men marry between 15 
and 20. In the total population the 
proportion of divorced to married per- 
sons is about one in 100. 


Seven out of every 10,000 inhalitants 


of the United States are deaf and dumb, 
Of these 55 per cent are males and 45 
ber cent females. The affliction is much 
less common among colored people 
than among whites. 

The richest states in proportion to 
population are those of the far west, 
while the poorest are those of the far 
south. In other words, the average 
citizen of the far west is best off,while 
he of the south is most impoverished. 

The total wealth of the United States 
—that is, the value of the property of 
the people and government, was $7,- 
186,600,000 in 1850. Since then it has 
inereased to $65,037,000,000. The wealth 
per capita was $308 in 1850. Itis now 
$1,036. 

The size of the average famiiy since 
1850 has diminished from a Jittle over 
five and a half persons to a little less 
than five. People in the southern 
states have the largest number of chil- 
dren, while in New England the fami- 
lies are smallest. 

- Nearly one-third of the church-goers 
of the United States are Roman Cath- 
olics. Considerably more than one- 
fifth are Methodists. More than one- 
Sixth are Baptists. One church-goer 
in sixteen is a Presbyterian and one in 
seventeen a Lutheran. 

New York is the richest state, being 
worth more than $8,500,000,000. Penn- 
Sylvania comes next with near $7,000,- 
000,000, and Illinois is third, with over 
$5,000,000,000. Nearly two-thirds of 
the total wealtb of the country is in 
real estate and improvements. 

Thirteen out of every 10,000 people 
in the United Strates are in prison. Sev- 
enteen out of every 10,000 are insane, 
the number being divided almost 
equally between the sexes. The ten- 
deney to insanity is greatest among the 
Irish. It is least among the Canadians. 

Consumption’*kills nearly 12 per cent 
of the peple of the United States soon- 
er or later. Pneumonia is the com- 
plaint next most fatal, carrying off 
nearly 9 per cent. Diarrhoeal diseases 
destrcy 8.5 per cent, and diphtheria 
and croup account for 5 per cent more 
of the deaths.

Now the average consumption of 
water by each family is 20 gallons per 
day, or 7,300 gallons per year, Which, at 
the flat rate of $5 per year, gives 68 
cents as thie cost per 1,000 gallons. At 
the same time that this $5 flat rate or 
68 cents per 1,000 gallons for small con- 
Sumers was in existence the charge by 
meter was 10 cents per 1,000 gallons, 
By the reduction the domestic rate is 
now $4 per year, or 55 cents per 1,000 
gallons, and the meter rate is 8 cents 
per same amount. This disparity oper- 
ates directly in favor of the large con- 
sumer, as the possessor of a meter is 
charged up with 8,000 gallons each six 
months, at the rate of 25 cents per 1,000 
gailons, and is given his reduction en 
quantities in excess of this. Thus, 
Whether or not he has a meter, the 
consumer will be called. upon for at 
least $4 per year. I know many who are 
compelled to make the most careful cal- 
culations in order to meet that $4 each 


year, and it is my idea that all the re- | 


ducing should be done for the benefit of 
such, and that the man with a factory 
or a hotel or an elaborate domestic es- 
tablishment»*should pay the old time 
prices. You say it wouldn’t hurt the 
poor man if his rich neignbor were 


given cheap rates, but there is where 


you are mistaken. You forget the 
$125,000 worth of bonds which were is- 
Sued by tthe city to pay for the con- 
struction of the water works plant. If 
you keep on furnishing water at the 
cost of its pumping every penny of 
those bonds will have to be raised by 
the taxpayers, a large number of whum 
are the “small consumers” of city Wa- 
ter. Thus it is that the pcor man is 
cutting ‘his own throat. He votes to 
furnish water to his more prosperous 
neighbor at cost, thus there is nothing 
laid up te Nguidate the bonded debt and 
When the time ccmes he mist contri- 
bute his hard-earned proportion of thie 
entire sum. Personally I would like to 
See the city water furnished to every- 
one at exact cost, but with such a debt 
hanging over the heads of the taxpayers 
it seems a trifle injudicious, to say the 
least. That the large consumer should 
be singled out and given the greatest 
possible concession and the small man 
be forced to furnish whatever profit 
there is to be made, seems to me hardly 
the fairest thing in the world.”
